RADIO TRANSMITTERS AND 
RECEIVERS 
A radio transmitter is a machine, 
or ins ument, that sends electro 


magnetic waves into the air, There 
are many kinds of transmitters, but 
they all have the same basic prin- 
ciple. 

First, they all must have a source 
of electric current, for radio waves 
are produced by the vibration, or | 
oscillation, of electric current, This 
is changed from a low-frequency to 
a high-frequency current—that is, 
the rate of vibration is greatly In 
creased 


A mouthpiece, or microphone 
which responds to sound-waves is 
connected with the system; by 
speaking into it, the pattern of the 
sound-waves is impressed on the 
high-frequency current, The re 
sulting wave is sent out into the 


atmosphere through an antenna 


An antenna is a wire or wires 
stretched between two points some 
distance above the ground, from 


which the radio waves go off into 
the air, or are collected from the 
air. Tt could be called a wave rad 

ator, somewhat similar to the radi 


ator in your home, but giving off 
radio waves rather than heat waves 
Near your home receiver you 
have another antenna, This one 
catches the waves as they come 
through the air, You may ask why it 
doesn’t become saturated and con- 
fused with all the different wave 
that are flying around. The an 
is that the receiver to which it is 
connected can be adjusted to select 
waves of only one frequency, and 
to reject all others, It is just like 
unlocking a door. Only one key will 
be successful—all others fail 


Inside a simple receiver the high- | 
frequency current from the antenna | 
is sent through what is called a de- 
tector. Here the current is changed 
from AC to DC, that is, from alter- | 
nating current to direct current— 
it is rectified. A telephone receiver 
or speaker, which makes the waves 
audible, completes the set 

The simplest detector is a mineral 
crystal, usually galena or lead su! 
fide. It allows waves to pass through 
in one direction much better than 
in another, thereby changing AC to 
DC. Such sets require no battery 
The cost is slight, but

SYDNEY G. DOBSON 


Warns Canada 
Facing Inflation 


MONTREAL, Jan, 8.—(CP)—Syd- 
ney G. Dobson, president of the 
Royal Bank of Canada, today told 
the 79th annual meeting of share- 


holders in an address prepared for 
delivery that Canada is facing two 
dangers— inflation at home and the 
possibility of economie collapse in 
Europe, Both must be met he said 
if this country is to maintain its 
present prosperity. 

“Price rises make it more neces- 
sary than ever for us to measure 
our real advance in dollars of con- 
stant value,’ he said. “The rest of 
the rise in money value is for the 
most part the empty alr of inflation 
When money incomes are excessive 
relative to the available supply of 
goods, as they are now, the logical 
way to reduce pressure on prices Is 
to increase the supply of goods. 

“We have the physical equipment 
to do this but the human factor is 
needed, a competent workman seek- 
ing to get out of his machine the 
whole production of which it is cap- 
able.” 

Mr. Dobson said salvation of 
European economy must be based 
upon a North American plan and 
“Canada will play her full and fair 
share in it.” 

“It is significant that In all the 
world the only two countries to 
which Europe can turn for effective 
help are these two democracies of 
America, free-enterprise countries. 
It is obviously not we who are un- 
stable, but the totalitarian coun- 
tries...” 

James Muir, the bank's general 
manager, sald no extensive program 
of bank-premises development had 
been launched because of high costs 
and scarcity of material, He re- 
ported the Royal Bank has 71 
branches outside of Canada,

is too early to make firm predic- 
tions, the probability of an oil field 
of at least 200 acres is suggested, A 
program is being drawn for further 
drilling in the area,” 

There had been estimates that 
underneath the Sarnia and Petrolia 
districts there lay a rich shale bed 
which under improved drilling 
methods might yield as much as 
15,000,000,000 barrels of oil, which 
would be equal to about three- 
quarters of the entire proved crude 
reserves of the United States
